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|ou  are  reading  the  first  edition  of  KSUC's 
first  "it's  all  ours  "  year  book.  This  mai<es  you  fortunate  in  that  you  were  around  the 
school  to  observe  what  we  believe  is  a  very  important  milestone  in  the  history  of  our 
college. 

Getting  one's  own  yearbook  is  like  getting  one's  first  pair  of  long  pants;  you're 
never  the  same  again.  Every  kid  has  gone  through  the  stage  where  he  wore  things 
that  belonged  to  his  big  brother.  We  like  to  look  back  on  our  association  with  Kent 
State  University's  "Chestnut  Burr"  in  that  manner.  It  was  a  wonderful  book,  end 
well  done,   but  this  one  is  ours. 

The  important  thing  is  this:  we  must  not  let  the  fact  that  we're  finally  In  long 
pants  be  the  cause  of  either  of  two  things:  we  mustn't  forget  the  kid  still  in  knickers, 
and  we  mustn't  forget  that  when  you  attain  cuffs  you  join  a  group  that's  been  wear- 
ing   fhem  for  a  long  time. 

Remiember  how  it  was  with  you?  You  began  to  think  you  were  a  man,  and 
that's  important,  too.  Because,  you  see,  the  world  is  made  up  of,  most  vitally,  man. 
Not  just  man  in  college,  or  man  in  the  steel  mills  and  factories,  but  man  in  govern- 
ment, civic  affairs,  business,   society,  church.      Man   in  China,  and  yes  man  in   Russia. 

The  connection  between  a  new  college  publishing  it's  first  yearbook  and  the 
thoughts  of  its  students  regarding  the  world  they  live  in  could  be  far  fetched,  and 
a  bit  dis-connected,  but  we  like  to  think  that  it  isn't.  We  like  to  think  that  this  year 
has  been  a  big  one  in  Canton  educational  history,  and  we  like  to  think  that  there  are 
going  to  be  many  many  more  "Kentonians" — and  many  with  junior  and  senior  class 
sections. 

And  we  like  to  think  that  the  school  will  continue  to  turn  out  thinking,  clear- 
eyed,  responsible  Americans.  We  like  to  think  that  because  in  1948  KSUC  took  a 
step  forward  and  obtained  its  own  yearbook  that  from  that  time  it  became  even 
more  aware  of  its  duty  to  the  community  and  to  the  nation. 

And  we  like  to  think  that  it  will  accept  the  responsibility  of  continuing  to  pre- 
pare its  students  for  that  greater  education,  life.

T  MIGHT  be  said  that  Kent  State  University  Canton  started  back  in  1910 
when  the  State  Legislature  authorized  1he  establishment  of  Kent  State 
University  Normal  because  at  that  time  Canton  was  one  of  the  twenty- 
five  centers  in  which  the  normal  school  operated  before  a  campus  and 
buildings  were  acquired.  Then,  too,  in  1934,  the  modern  era  of  Exten- 
sion Courses  in  Canton  was  Inaugurated;  but  in  the  spring  of  1946,  Canton,  through 
Mr.  J.  H.  Mason,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  approached  Kent  State  University 
with  a  request  that  it  establish  a  full-time  "residence-credit"  branch  in  Canton 
with    quarters    in    McKinley    fHigh    School    Building. 

The  branch  opened  with  the  Fall  Quarter  of  1946  and  an  enrollment  of  681, 
exceeding  by  almost  three  hundred  the  estimated  enrollment.  Only  thirteen  full- 
time  instructors  with  twenty-five  part-time  instructors  were  on  the  staff  at  that  time. 
In  the  Fall  Quarter  of  1947  thirty-seven  full-time  and  seventeen  part-time  faculty 
members  were  engaged  to  instruct  905  students.  In  the  two  full  years  of  operation, 
1718  different  students  have  been  enrolled  at  Kent  State  University  Canton.  Thus 
has  been  Inaugurated  a  new  era  in  Canton  and  Stark  County  education.  Twenty-five 
and  one-tenth  per  cent  of  Kent  State  University  Canton's  students  are  from  outside 
the  corporation  limits  of  Canton;  so  it  is  obvious  that  Kent  State  University  Canton 
is  meeting  a  need  broader  than  "city-wide."  FHere,  alumni  of  forty  different  district 
high  schools  study  and  play  together  in  an  amiable  spirit  superseding  the  old  loyalties 
and  molding  minds  together  in  the  pursuit  of  a  common  goal. 

It  Is  far  too  soon  to  estimate  the  long-range  cultural  and  economic  benefits 
of  this  young  college  to  Canton  and  the  surrounding  area.  In  fact,  organizing  and 
establishing  this  unit  has  been  too  time-consuming  to  permit  development  of  many 
community  service  projects;  but  higher  education  In  Canton  is  now  ready  to  strive 
In  this  direction.  Each  passing  year  will  contribute  new  strength  to  the  foundation  of 
experience  and  tradition  on  which  will  inevitably  rise  the  eternal,  vocational,  cultural, 
and  philosophical  values  of  such  an  enterprise. 

Kent  State  University  will  continue  to  operate  the  branch  as  long  as  it  Is  felt 
that  they  can  perform  the  service  as  well  as  it  can  be  performed  under  any  other 
institution  or  any  other  arrangement  and  as  long  as  the  state  believes  that  the  Uni- 
versity should  continue  to  do  so.

^""^  HE    Canton    Kent    Stater,    one    of   the    most    active    organizations    of    K  S  U  C,    began    it's    sec- 
M     ond    year    of    publication    with    a    pre-school  issue  which  greeted  new  and  returning  students  on 
the    opening    day    of   the   fall    quarter.      "A   wider  coverage  of  news"  was  this  year's  motto,  and 
the  staff  was   kept  jumping   at  times  to  live  up  to    its   pronTise. 

The  Stater  endeavored  to  report  all  important  school  activities  by  news  stories,  features,  col- 
ums  and  pictures.  It  covered  organizations,  assemblies,  sports,  student  government,  the  administra- 
tive offices  and  numerous  other  beats  in  order  to  keep  students  informed  about  school  life.  The 
Stater  was  published  every  other  Friday  throughout  the  school  year. 

Besides  serving  as  an  informant  on  college  activities,  the  Stater  provided  a  challenge  to  aspir- 
ing journalists  and  other  students  interested  in  some  phase  of  writing.  After  each  publication  of 
the  paper,  the  staff  met  and  reviewed  critically  each  article  appearing  in  it.

ENT  STATE  UNIVERSITY  CANTON  in 
its  first  year  of  infer-collegiate  basket- 
bail  found  the  road  to  fame  a  rocky  one 
but  through  wins  and  defeats  the  cagers  of 
KSUC  stuck  it  out  to  the  finale,  which  showed 
a  team  which  had  considerably  progressed 
through  its  first  season.  The  squad,  under 
the  coaching  of  Jay  Fischer,  was  made  up  of 
former  high  school  stars  of  the  vicinity.  The 
fast  collegiate  style  basketball  proved  a  new 
experience  to  the  cagers,  but  despite  that 
ing  the  pages  of  KSUC's  first  record  book.  Beginning 
with  the  initial  game  of  the  season,  the  team  met  the  Kenyon  College  varsity  on  the  latter's  home 
court.  Despite  the  65-38  loss  suffered  at  the  hands  of  the  Kenyon  five,  the  first  paragraph  was  writ- 
ten into  KSUC's  record  book.  Eppa  Rixey,  6'5'  Kenyon  center,  who  ended  the  season  as  Ohio's 
leading  collegiate  scorer,  was  limited  by  Paul  Mist  and  Max  Reed,  KUCS's  centers,  to  18  points,  his 
lowest  of  the  season.  Paul  Nist  came  through  with  the  scoring  honors  for  the  game  with  13  points. 
In  their  second  tilt  the  club  came  through  with  its  first  victory,  a  55-52  win  over  an  American 
Legion  Post  five  at  Monaca,  Pa.  Bob  Lilly  and  Ira  Turpin  tied  for  scoring  honors  with  16  tallies 
apiece. 

In  the  first  of  four  engagements  with  a  Getz  Sports  quintet,  comprised  of  Kent  campus  Fresh- 
man,  Getz  took  the  tilt  71    to  5 1 .      Paul   Nist  was  high  point  man  for  KSUC  with    13   points. 

A  trip  to  Bowling  Green  featured  three  B.  G.  Freshmen  squads  against  the  KSUC  nine-man 
varsity.      Paul    led    the    KSUC    offense    with     12    tallies.     The   B.  G.   Frosh  took  the  fracas  56-30. 

Traveling  on  to  Wilmington  College,  KSUC  suffered  a  59-43  setback.  Ira  Turpin  sparked  the 
KSUC  attack  with    17  points. 

Performing  for  the  second  time  before  home  fans,  KSUC  trounced  the  cagers  of  Steubenville 
College  by  the  score  of  70-41.  Paul  Nist  wrote  another  page  in  the  record  book,  sinking  28  points 
and    setting    the  first   school    individual    scoring    record.

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In  a  return  tilt  played  at  Steubenviile,  Steubenville  College  surprised  the  KSUC  club  by  up- 
setting them  70-61  in  the  last  few  seconds  of  the  fray.  Ira  Turpin  and  Paul  Nist  tied  for  scoring 
honors  with    16  markers  apiece. 

Rio  Grande  College  topped  the  Canton  flashes  63-57  on  the  Rio  Grande  court.  The  con- 
test saw  John  Morgan  hold  Newt  Oliver,  Rio  Grande  star  and  contender  for  national  scoring  honors, 
to    18  points.      Ira  Turpin  once  more  came  through   with    16  points  to  head  the  KSUC  attack.

'r>i  in    sports.      However,    every  athlete,   and   thiis   includes  the  sport  in   which   he   participates,    must 
survive  the  "jinx"'  year  if  he,  or  it,  is  to  prove  greatness. 

This  is  a  round-about  way  of  getting  to  the  fact  that  KSUC's  reserve  basketball  team  played 
12  games  and  lost  all  but  one  of  them.  The  lone  win  came  when  they  triumphed  over  an  intra-mural 
team. 

The  reserve  five  played  most  of  their  games  in  the  Canton  City  Class  A  League,  but  traveled 
once  to  Monaca,  Pennsylvania,  to  play.  Half  of  the  losses  were  close  enough  to  keep  the  games 
thrilling   and  give  a  boost  to  the  team's  morale. 

OrganizaHon  of  the  squad  came  about  through  a  desire,  on  the  part  of  the  coaches,  to 
give  experience  to  hopefuls  for  next  year's  Varsity  quintet.  There  was  no  reservoir  of  material  from 
which  the  team  could  draw  strength  as  the  entire  roster  of  the  squad  ranged  from  nine  players  at 
the  seasons'  start  to  six  when  the  curtain  dropped  at  the   season's   end. 

The  selection  of  George  Kramer,  star  of  the  reserves,  to  a  place  on  an  All-City  team  was 
the  bright  spot  of  the  campaign  for  the  squad  and   points  to  a  promising  future  for  the  Varsity. 

This  v/as  the  first  year  of  being  for  a  reserve  team  here  at  KSUC  and  a  lot  of  factors  contribut- 
ed to  the  bad  showing.  The  fellows  were  handicapped  by  inexperience  and  a  lack  of  depth  in  material.

KSUC  Athletic  Director

AY  FISCHER,  Kent  State  University  Canton's  first  athletic  director  and  full- 
time  coach,  brings  to  his  new  assignment  varied  experience  both  as  a  coach 
and  an   athlete. 


At  Westlake  (Ohio)  High  School,  Fischer  v/as  a  nine  letter  man.  He  won  three 
letters  each  in  basketball,  football,  and  baseball.  In  his  senior  year,  1930-31,  the 
basketball  team  on  which  he  played,  lost  only  one  game  in  its  regular  season  and 
went  on  to  the  district  playoffs.      Fischer,  himself,  won  all-county  honors. 

He  was  a  catcher  on  the  baseball  team  and  held  down  an  end  position  on 
the   football   squad   besides   handling   the   punting   duties. 

Although  he  didn't  get  around  to  college  until  1936,  Fischer  never  dropped 
out  of  athletics.  He  played  both  semi-pro  baseball  and  basketball.  In  1933  he  was 
a   member  of  the   Suburban    News  team   which   copped   the   Cleveland   Class  A  title. 

Fischer  attended  Baldwin-Wallace  at  Berea  and  was  graduated  in  1940.  'While 
in  college  he  earned  three  basketball  letters,  his  main  athletic  interest,  but  won  his 
numerals   in   freshman  football    and    a   letter  for  golf. 

His  first  assignment  as  a  coach  was  at  Zanesfield  (Ohio)  High  School,  where 
he  was  head   basketball   and   baseball   mentor  from    1940  to    1942.     The  school  had 
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won  but  a  single  game  in  the  two  years  preceding  Fischer's  appointment.  The  first 
year  of  Fischer's  tenure  the  team  tied  for  second  place  in  the  county  and  the  fol- 
lowing  season   won   second   place,      hlis   baseball  team   won   the  county  title   in    1941. 

Fischer  went  into  the   air  forces  in    1942.      All  his  service  duties  for  the  next 

four   years    concerned    athletics.      He    helped    set    up    the    athletic    program    at  San 

Antonio  Aviation  Cadet  Center  and  for  two  years  was  director  of  athletics  and 
physical  training   at   Boiling    Field,   Washington,    D.  C. 

At  Boiling  Field,  Fischer  coached  the  post  baseball,  basketball  and  golf  teams. 
His  service  basketball  team  was  runner-up  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  League,  winning  20  out 
of  24  games  In  the  1944-45  season.  The  following  year  the  team  took  second  place 
in  the  Washington    Metropolitan    Military   League. 

Fischer,  then  a  first  lieutenant,  reverted  to  inactive  status  in  September,  1946. 
He  entered  Ohio  State  University  as  a  graduate  assistant  in  physical  education.  He 
earned  his  master's  in  physical  education  and  was  assistant  coach  of  the  OSCT  Junior 
varsity  basketball  team. 

During  his  first  season  at  KSUC,  Coach  Fischer's  basketball  team  compiled 
a   record  of  five  wins  and    1 2   losses.

Of  two   buildings  considered,   the  former  Tlmken 
home    at    1014    Market    avenue    north    was    finally    acquired    from    the    owners, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Garaux,  on  a  rental  basis. 

Mrs.  Ruthe  Mason,  widow  of  Jesse  H.  Mason,  who  was  superintendent  of 
Canton  schools  for   19  years  prior  to  his  death,  was  appointed  manager  of  the  Union. 

The  I  7-room  building  was  refurnished  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $6,200  before 
the  formal  opening  and  reception  held  the  evening  of  January  5,  1948.  The  rooms 
include  two  for  recreational  purposes  with  pool  tables,  a  dance  floor,  juke  box  and 
card  tables  on  the  third  floor  and  ping  pong  tables  In  the  basement.  The  second  floor 
is  devoted  to  faculty  offices  and  lounges,  while  the  first  floor  consists  of  a  lounge, 
class  room,  conference  room  and  the  publications  office.
